RELIGIOUS HISTORY

BRIGHAM YOUNG (1 8 0 1 -1 8 7 7 ) 


V 


IV ID LY romantic, the story of Brigham Young offers one of the most picturesque episodes in the history of religion. 
Fortified with high courage, a simplicity of faith and an indomitable will, the poor house painter of Vermont 
fought his way through a mesh of political uncertainty— and religious prejudice to achieve unquestionable distinc­ 
tion as one of the great empire builders. 
Not only was he the outstanding figure of the Mormon church but gives one of 
the best examples of pioneer colonization known to history. 
While other frontiersmen only blazed trails, this man, through 
sheer determination and methodical planning built cities and reared states. 


if Joseph Smith actually founded the 
church of the Latter-Day Saints, it is to 
the leadership of Brigham Young that 
the movement owes its amazing growth. 
The Book of Mormons, claimed to be 
the condensed record, made on golden 
plates bv the prophet Mormon, of the 
history, faith, and prophecies of the an­ 
cient inhabitants of America, is pur­ 
ported to have been discovered by 
Joseph Smith. Upon this record Smith 
built the foundation structure for his 
belief and through the frequency and 
fitness of his “ revelations” and “ visions” 
he received guidance for his people in 
things great and small. 


Tragically, however, for Smith and 
his followers, from the initial appear­ 
ance of the Book in print establishing 
a brand-new religion, people gave vent 
to almost unreasonable anger against 
the “ blasphemers.“ The wholesale re­ 
moval of the church from first one com­ 
munity to another, led the unhappy be­ 
lievers across the Mississippi and be­ 
yond, in search of a land of peace. 
Following 
an 
almost 
martyr-like 
death of the Prophet, which threw a 
mantle of dignity around his person, 
Brigham Young assumed the role of 
earthly guide to the church. 
One in a 
family of 1 1 children, Young became 
a Methodist early in life. 
Ten years 
later he joined the Latter-Day Saints 
and when forty-three years old, became 
a Mormon chief. 
Perhaps it was the 
intense realism of the man that led him 
kto accept the faith, which took every 
one of God’s words in absolute literal­ 


ness, scorning any figurative interpre­ 
tation. 
From the first, Young proved a tower 
of strength, furnishing the hard sense, 
shrewd judgment 
and administrative 
ability that Smith lacked. 
He wasted 
little time in getting and giving “ revela­ 
tions,” and rather spent his energies in 
giving definite body and organization to 
the movement. 


As the believers 
continued 
to 
be 
driven from one place to another Young 
saw that religious contentions, existing 
or threatened, would wax rather than 
wane. 
It was quite 
clear 
to 
him that 
his people must flee 
away 
to 
some re­ 
mote region if they would have peace, 
and his untiring energy bent itself to 
carry out the decision. 
Seeking complete isolation, Young 
decided on the forbidding Utah coun­ 
try as being best suited to the needs of 
the Saints. 
After a thorough scouting 
trip he gathered together 4,000 of the 
faithful and began his dramatic trek 
across the country. 
With 
a 
great co­ 
operative community as his goal the 
“ Lion of the Lord” as his devout fol­ 
lowers called him, bowed nature to his 
will and established a city and state 
which bear proof of his greatness. 
Being more successful in enforcing 
tithing as a practice than Smith had 
been, Young saw the coffers 
of the 
church filled. 
This money he used for 
large irrigation, educational 
and 
co­ 
operative enterprises. 
While planning 
vast 
public 
works 
programs 
which 
would prevent poverty and unemploy­ 


ment, he still had time to 
advise on 
marriage, settle personal quarrels and 
guide the individual lives of his fol­ 
lowers almost entirely. 
It was his per­ 
sonality rather than any other factor 
which, at this time, developed Mormon- 
ism into a widespread creed and an 
economic organization. 
So powerful did he become in the 
political life of the country that when 
the territory of Utah was organized in 
1850, he was 
made 
governor. 
The 
state which he established grew and 
with the arrival in Utah of thousands 
of converts from all parts of the world 
he reaped the harvest of his early ef­ 
fort in evangelization. 
Firmly estab­ 
lished politically, 
himself, 
and 
with 
hundreds being added to his church 
each year, Young was convinced of the 
permanency of his venture. 
While Young had achieved his pur­ 
pose in realizing the dream of a great 
Mormon community, 
his 
latter 
days 
were not altogether 
restful. 
Certain 
tenets and practices 
of 
the 
church, 
principally that of polygamy assumed 
such importance nationally that in 1882 
the Edmunds Act punished polygamy 
with fines 
and 
imprisonment. 
Even 
though the philosophy which justified 
polygamous acts was weakened and its 
actual practice prohibited, Young stood 
firm, if somewhat bowed, in his faith 
and continued to rule in an almost king­ 
ly fashion the Great Salt Lake Valley 
for nearly thirty years.

Norman Thomas, head of the Socialist 
party in this country , regards himself as an 
educator and talks like a clev er college pro­ 
fessor. He probably doesn’t ex pect ev er to 
be elected to any important office, presiden­ 
tial or otherwise. Conserv ativ es differ with 
him, but he usually is treated tolerantly 
and mingles freely with many of the “ best 
people.” 
To Frank Hague, may or of Jersey City 
and guardian of its public morals and prin­ 
ciples, Mr. Thomas is just another “ red,” to 
be silenced and ex pelled if he tries to cor­ 
rupt local thinking. The Socialist couldn’t 
get a permit there for a public speech, and 
couldn’t speak without one, and the may or’s 
local police, carefully hiding their names 
and numbers, dragged him from his ear and 
shipped him back to New York on a Hudson 
ferry boat. Now Mr. Thomas is charging a 
breach of the Constitution by denial of free 
speech. 
There are technical grounds for argument, 
but perhaps he is right. Alfred Landon, who 
is no Red, thinks so, and has written to the 
v ictim: “ I stand shoulder to shoulder with 
y ou in this fight for the right of free speech.” 
That is the “ American way .” It is the con­ 
stitutional and reasonable way . It all comes 
down to a matter of horse-sense. It is safer 
to let ’em talk than to bottle ’em up with 
griev ances in their souls. The Founding 
Fathers saw that. 


A CHANCE FOR CHINA 


It is hinted from London that the British 
gov ernment probably will offer within a few 
months to act as mediator in the war be­ 
tween China and Japan. Prime Minister 
Chamberlain will get around to that chore 
as soon as he has got Europe quieted down 
through his new' treaties with France and 
Italy . 
Perhaps it is not warlike or unhuman to 
suggest that Mr. Chamberlain needn’t hurry . 
It would hav e been unfortunate if China had 
been led to make peace after their terrible 
defeats at Shanghai and Nanking. That 
would hav e left all China in a state of hope­ 
less defeatism and pav ed the way for com­ 
plete domination of the country by Japan. 
Recent Chinese v ictories, or ev enly matched 
battles w hich amount to moral v ictories, are 
redeeming the Chinese nation and teaching 
the Japanese a lesson. 
For the present, perhaps, Britain can per­ 
form a serv ice to mankind by making it a 
little easier for the Chinese to get military 
supplies. 
Perhaps it is better that neither nation 
should be defeated, but that the wrar should 
be a “ draw,” leav ing the two neighbors 
equal, independent and ready to liv e at peace 
with each other.

O ur traditions, our sen­ 
tim ents and our b etter judgm ents are 
all against extrem e centralization of 
p ow er. Also th e U nited S tates is a 
m uch larger and m ore diversified 
area than Italy or G erm any and w ith 
a m ore intricate econom ic organiza­ 
tion th an that of Russia. 
G iven these and oth er lim itations, 
w hat m ight be done here? If Congress 
should ap p rop riate sufficiently large 
sum s of m oney and our elaborate or­ 
ganizations such as PW A and WPA 
w ere enlarged accordingly , p resum ­ 
ably all of the unem p loy ed could be 
given som ething to dc. M any of the 
tasks assigned w ould be ridiculed, es­ 
p ecially by the p olitical op p osition, 
but this is to ba exp ected and m any of 
the criticism s woul i doubtless be un­ 
fair. Y et w ork couid be found or in­ 
vented. 
B ut tw o consequences could 
be ex­ 
p ected. One i3 th at it w ould be im ­ 
p ossible to p lan tasks th a t w ould be 
fitted into our intrica te life in such a 
w ay th a t the relief w ould be continu­ 
ous. P ublic op inion in this country ia 
against a very rap id grow th in gov­ 
ernm ent ow nership and op eration. A l­ 
though th e governm ent is involved in 
business and this tendency is increas­ 
ing, w e shall p robably rely chiefly 
up on p rivate ow nership and e nte r­ 
p rise. U nless op p ortunities for p rivate 
em p loy m ent grow and grow rap idly , 
the em p loy m ent sup p orted by g overn­ 
m ent m ust be continued indefinitely 
or we m ay exp ect a serious collap se 
w hen governm ent aid is w ithdraw n. 
The second consequence is financial 
“Jobs for all" w ould m ean heavy ex­ 
p enditures. T hese w ould not be m et 
by taxation but by furth e r bond is­ 
sues. G overnm ent credit is not at 
p resent w eak if the test is the rate of 
interest w hich the governm ent has to 
p ay or the p rice of governm ent se­ 
curities in the m arket. N or do taxes 
in the U nited States take so large a 
p ercentage of the national incom e as 
in m any other countries. B ut taking 
the situation as it is, ra th e r than im ­ 
agining w hat it m ight be, taxes can­ 
not be very rap idly raised. Any con­ 
siderable increase in our p ublic debts 
—federal, state and local—should be j 
view ed w ith concern.
